HARE LIP AND CLEFT PALATE. 
The pre-natal development of the 
face is completed by the union of sev- 
eral separate processes or pro lections 
One from either side unites with a 
central process to form the upper jaw 
ana lip. When these side pro-lections 
fail to unite completely with the cen- 
tral projection a cleft or space is left 
open, and this constitutes hare lip, or, 
if the cleft extends back far enough, 
cleft palate. Why the union some- 
times fails we do flot know. The only 
wonder is that it most always does 
develop perfectly.
